Another Heavy Fall Makes It Certain 


That the Men Can Never be Taken Oat 
Alive, Though Kescuers Are Working 
Night anil Day. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., June 28.—While 


seventy miners wereatworkintheredash 
vein of the Twin shaft, at Pittston, about 
8 'o'clock yesterday morning, tho roof 
caved In, and all of tho men probably t>er- 
ished. About forty of the imprisoned 
men were English speaking miners, the 
others foreigners.

The men were at work propping up the 


roof when the, fall occurred. The alarm 
was immediately given by the ringing of 
the fire bells, and rescuers were put to 
work without delay. 


About two weeks ago the surveyors re- 


ported to General Superintendent Law 
that the mine was "squeezing," and that 
unless steps were immediately taken to 
timber It a cavein or fall might be looked 
for. 
Superintendent Law lost no time, 


but at once put a number of timbermen at 
work to brace the falling roof. The 
"squeeze" continued, however, and on 
Saturday the situation became alarming. 
In the afternoon a slight fall occurred, and 
the men who were at work had to retreat 
before it. A consultation of mine officials 
was then held, and it was decided that he- 
roic measures would have to be resorted 
to to prevent heavy damage to the mine. 


Inside Superintendent Langan gave in- 


structions that the most experienced 
miners should be secured, and that the 
party would go down the mineat 7 o'clock. 
Expert timbermen put in an appearance at 
that hour and were soon lowered into the 
workings. They made their way tot-he 
red ash vein. 1.500 feet down the slope. 
The work of propping proceeded rapidly 
until 11 o'clock, when Brother fall oc- 
curred. 


Then the "squeeze" ceased asjain and the 


men thought it was safe to re*nme work. 
They labored until 3:20 o'clock yesterday 
morning, when, so it is presumed, the roof 
fell in without warning, making a tre- 
mendous crash. If the men rcccivod any 
warning they had time to run up tho 
slope, but not to any great distance. The 
falling rock and cool filled up the slope 
and the adjoining jram-warj--. completely 
shutting off nil avpns;e<! of escape.

The news of the second cavein has had a 
most discourziging effect on everybody, as 
it is conceded, even by the families of the 
victims, tb:it then1 is now no hope of their 
ever escaping alive. 


STRIKERS ATTACK POLICE. 


A lively Fight in Which the Rioters Are 


Sercrely Punished. 


CLEVELAND. July 1.—For nearly a month 


the strike at the works of the Brown Hoist- 
ing and Conveying company 'has con- 
tinued with frequent though individual 
attacks by strikers upon workmen who 
had taken their places. At 5 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon 170 employes of the 
Brown company were marched from the 
works under the escort of eighty police- 
men to the car tracks on St. Clair street. 
A crowd of 2,000 men, women and boys 
gathered and began hooting and hissing. 
Two motor cars cjme along and were sig- 
nalled to stop, but the strikers yelled ''Go 
ahead, don't stop," and the motormen in- 
creased their speed and whizzed by- 


The police then marched the men in 


their charge a block further away to a 
corner and halted for another car, the 
roaring crowd following. Some one in the 
crowd threw a big stone, which struck 
Patrolman Keidel and cut his head open. 
Deputy Chief of Police McMahon then gave 
a prearranged signal, and the crowd was 
given a terrible lesson. Forty policemen 
swung out into line and the other forty 
closed in around the men they were pro- 
tecting. The first forty, under command 
of Captain English and Lieutenant Dunn, 
charged the crowd with riot clubs, and 
they hit to break heads. Two rushes up 
the street sent the crowd in that direction 
flying and left a dozen men lying on the 
pavement with bleeding heads. 
a 
Then the police charged twice in the 


opposite direction, and then down a side 
street, using their clubs., viciously. They 
scattered the crowd effectually, and ar- 
rested four of the ringleaders, after-split- 
ting the scalp of one of them. In the mean- 
time the police guarding the workmen 
stopped a car almost by force and sent 
their changes away. No one was danger- 
ously hurt by the clubbing, so far as can 
be ascertained, but there are scores of 
broken heads. Further serious trouble is 
feared. 


Wharf Upset, Four Drowned. 


BOSTOS, J,une 30. — Four boys were 


drowned and thirteen persons were hurt 
yesterday by the upsetting of Sheldon's 
wharf, at Castle Island landing, South 
Boston, The citizens were celebrating 
"Farragut Day," aud a large crowd was 
on the wharf, attracted by the offer of free 
passage to the island. A hundred or more 
on the small landing rushed to the outer 
side, when that side went down into eight 
feet of water and completely turned over, 
throwing seventy-five or eighty persons 
into the water. Many of the crowd were 
women and children. 
Quick work by 


rescuers prevented an appalling disaster, 
but four were drowned, as follows: James 
J. Washburn, aged 11 years; James F. 
Cole, 9; John A. Leary, 13; Lawrence Mc- 
Dowell, 10. Thirteen were seriously in- 
jured. 


Five Choir Singers Drowned. 


SHAKOS, Mass.. June SO.—Yesterday af- 


ternoon four choir boys and the choir- 
master of St John's Episcopal church, of 
Charlestown, were drowned in Lake Mas- 
sapoag. The dead arc: Choirmaster Fred 
E. Bracket*, aged 22 years; Thomas Par- 
ker, 11; Harry Lakecr. 12: William Fat- 
kins, 12, and Benjamin Gibbs. The party 
arrived here in the morning to camp until 
Saturday. Mr. Brackett and six boys 
went out in a boat and when about 400 
feet from the shore Harry P«rkcr foil 
overboard.

Superintendent Law lost no time, 
but a t once put a num ber of timbormon a t 
work to brace the falling roof. 
Tho 
“squeeze” continued, however, and on 
Saturday tho situation became alarm ing. 
In tho afternoon a slight fall occurred, and 
the men who wero a t work had to retreat 
before it. A consultation of mino officials 
was then hold, and it was decided th at he­ 
roic measures would have to bo resorted 
to to prevent heavy damage to the mino. 


Inside Superintendent Langan gave in­ 
structions th at tho m ost experienced 
miners should bo secured, and th at tho 
party would go down the mino at 7 o’clock. 
Expert timbormon p u t in an appearance at 
that hour and wero soon lowered into the 
workings, 
They made their way to tho 
red ash voin, l,5t)0 feet down tho slope. 
The work of propping proceeded rapidly 
u ntil 11 o’ciock, whon another fall oc­ 
curred. 


Then tho “squeezo” ceased again and tho 
men thought it was safe to resum e work. 
They labored until 3 :20 o’clock yesterday 
morning, whon, so it is presumed, the roof 
full in w ithout warning, m aking a tre­ 
mendous crash. 
If tho m en recoivod any 
w arning they had timo to run up tho 
slope, but not to any great distance. 
Tho 
falling rock and coal filled uj) tho slopo 
and tho adjoining gangway?«*, completely 
shutting oil nil avenues of escape. 


Tho alarm was lirst given by W ater 
Carrier John Sheridan, who, w ith W ill­ 
iam Richards and Thomas Gill, wero tho 
only ones to escape of the whole party who 
entered the m ine Saturday night. Ho was 
on his way up tho slopo to got somo fresh 
water for the meu, and when about a h u n ­ 
dred feet from tho foot of tho shaft was 
knocked down by tho concussion. Ho was 
badly cut and burned by Hying coal and 
rock. He lay unconscious for ten m inutes, 
and then came up the shuft. 


Young Sheridan,the w ater boy, who had 
such a narrow escape, tells ¿i thrilling tale 
of the disaster. 
He thinks there was an 
oxplosion of gas, which blew down tho 
newly erected tim bers and caused tho 
cavein. 
W hen he left tho m ine to go out 
the slope to got w ater those in si do had no 
apprehension of it fall or a “squeeze.” 
Everything was w orking nicely, anti the 
men expected to bo out of the m ine w ithin 
another hour.

STRIKERS ATTACK POLICE. 


A liv e ly F igh t in W hich the Rioters Ar© 
Severely Punished. 


C le v e la n d , Ju ly 1.—For nea rly a m onth 
tho strike a t the works of the Brown H oist­ 
ing and Conveying company 'has con­ 
tinued w ith frequent though individual 
attacks by strikers upon workmen who 
had taken their placcs. A t 5 & clock yes­ 
terday afternoon 170 employes of tho 
Brown company wero marched from tho 
works under the escort of eighty police­ 
m en to the car tracks on St. Clair street. 
A crowd of 2,000 men, women and boys 
gathered and bogan hooting and hissing. 
Two m otor cars c^mo along and wero sig­ 
nalled to stop, b u t tho strikors yelled “Go 
ahead, don’t stop,” and tho motormen in ­ 
creased their speed and whizzed by. 


Tho polico then m arched tho men in 
their charge a block further away to a 
corner and halted for another car, tho 
roaring crowd following. Somo one in the 
crowd throw a big stone, which struck 
P atrolm an Keidel and cut his head open. 
Deputy Chief of Polico McMahon then gave 
a prearranged signal, and the crowd was 
given a terriblo lesson. 
Forty policcmen 
sw ung out into lino and tho othor forty 
closed in around tho m en they were pro­ 
tecting. 
Tho first forty, under command 
of Captain English and Lieutenant Dunn, 
charged tho crowd w ith riot clubs, and 
they h it to break heads. 
Two rushes up 
the street sent tho crowd in that direction 
flying and left a dozen mon lying on tho 
pavem ent w ith bleeding heads. 
a 


Then the police charged twice in tho 
opposite direction, and then down a side 
street, using their clubs viciously. They 
scattered the crowd effectually, and ar­ 
rested four of the ringleaders, after - split­ 
tin g the scalp of ono of them . In the m ean­ 
tim e tho police guarding tho workm en 
stopped a car alm ost by force and sent 
their changes away. No ono was danger- . 
ously h u rt by tho clubbing, so far as can 
be ascertained, b u t there are scores of 
broken heads. 
F urther serious trouble is 
feared. 


W harf Upset, Four Drowned. 


B o sto n , 
4u n o 30. — Four boys wero 
drowned and thirteen persons wore hurt 
yesterday by tho upsetting of Sheldon’s 
wharf, a t Castle Island landing, South 
Boston.

other parts of New England, besides 
numerous destructive fires in the 
Western States.

D. Thoreau and Nathaniel Hawthorne 
were also tenants of these familiar* 
woods.

The seeds in a saltpetre so- 
lution, at the end of four days, had 
sprouted to a degree quite equal to 
that of seeds in pure water, but solu- 
tions of mercuric chloride, ferric 
chloride, common salt and potassic 
phosphate much retarded or entirely 
prevented germination. 


It has been practicable to propagate 


sugar cane only by cuttings or their 
squivalents, and the lack of seedings 
has been a diflicaltji in the way of im- 
provement. From the 200 or 300 va- 
rieties experimentally grown in East 
fava, T. H. Walker has been able to 
select a few plants that by crossing 
have given very good seeds. These 
have given vigorous seedlings', which 
vield more sugar than the parent 
plants, and promise varieties more 
profitable than any hitherto known.

After annealing, it was found that the 
physical properties varied quite regu­ 
larly with the proportion of zinc, the 
rigidity of the alloy increasing with 
the increase of this metal to forty-five 
per cent., and the maximum toughness* 
being reached with zinc at thirty-five 
per cent. 


Solutions of one or two per cent, of 
different substances have been tested 
in the germination of seeds by M. 
Bruttini. 
The seeds in a saltpetre so­ 
lution, at the end of four days, had 
sprouted to a degree quite equal to 
that of seeds in pure water, but solu­ 
tions of 
mercuric chloride, ferric 
chloride, common salt and potassic 
phosphate much retarded or entirely 
prevented germination. 


It has been practicable to propagate 
sugar cane only by cuttings or their 
equivalents, and the lack of seedings 
has beon a difficulty in the way of im­ 
provement. 
From the 200 or 300 va­ 
rieties experimentally grown in East 
Java, T. H. Walker has been able to 
select a few plants that by crossing 
have given very good seeds. 
These 
have given vigorous seedling.^, whicli 
yield more sugar than tho parent 
plants, and promise varieties more 
profitable than any hitherto known.

It was "de- 
clined with thanks," but a friend in 
Washington interested himself in get- 
ting it printed in one of the news 
papers there, from which it was widely 
copied. About a year after its first 
appearance in print, one of the editors 
of the Atlantic said to George Sum- 
ner, who was a stanch believer in the 
young poet's future: 
"If Nora Perry 


•would write us as good a poem as 
'Tying Her Bonnet Under Her Chin,' 
•we would pay her §20 for it," a good 
price for verse of tiiat length at that 
time. Sumner wrote of this to Sena- 
tor Anthony, of Ehode Island, adding: 
"So you see, dear Senator, the market 
price of a bonnet." This letter Senator 
Anthony gave Miss Perry, and she al- 
ways kept it among her souvenirs. 
The result of this offer was that "After 
the Ball" was sent to the Atlantic and 
accepted; and that poeia became the 
best known of Miss Perry's verse.— 
New "tfork Post.

TOE HOUSEHOLD WORK BOOM. 


There is a general impression that 


it is an easy enough matter to Tip up 
a garment. 
Almost anybody can do 


it, and is an undertaking that requires 
no special skill or care. Acting on 
thia idea, clothing is pulled, torn, cut 
with knives, snipped with scissors, and 
finally, taken to pieces after this un- 
profitable fashion, and the operator 
comes and declares that everything is 
ready. A dyer who handles a large 
quantity of black goods says that he 
long ago gave up expecting anybody 
to rip a garment up as it should be 
done. If the seams are ripped, they 
are full of threads; sometimes there 
are buttons on; hooks and eyes are 
not uncommon; the fronts of them are 
stuck full of pins of various sorts, and 
lining?, facings, braids and the like 
remain, in whole or in pieces, just as 
the individual who had charge of the 
disintegrating process happens to 
leave them. 


To rip up a garment properly there 


should be no pulling, tearing or drag- 
ging apart. If one cannot take the 
end of the thread and pull it out, the 
stitches should be cut with a sharp 
knife. Very few persons can rip a 
garment with scissors without doing 
it great harm; indeed, many find it 
impossible to cut stitches with any- 
thing without making holes that ren- 
der the goods absolutely worthless for 
the one who originally wore it. When 
it is done the edges are so ragged that 
a much smaller pattern must be used. 
In preparing goods for the dyer or to 
be made over, every stitch should be 
taken out. It seems scarcely neces- 
sary to say that facings, braid and 
hooks and eyes must be removed, but 
this is imperative, in view of the con- 
dition in which garments come to the 
dressmaker and the dyer. 
Mnny 


dresses, capes and jackets are perfectly 
wearable after being carefully ripped, 
brushed, sponged and pressed. It is 
a tvonder that some one does not set 
up an establishment for ripping clothes 
aud putting them in order for the 
dressmaker. The owner of tiiein fre- 
quently has not time to do them prop- 
erly, or is too earless and understands 
too little the requirements of them to 
do it, had she all the time in the 
world. Some semi-invalid in every 
community might get a tolerable liv- 
ing, or at least add to a limited in- 
come, by preparing garments for re- 
modeling.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


EG a PLANT. 


The egg plant, so conspicuous from 


its size and color in our markets, for 
most months in the year, is a native 
of the East Indies. 
It is a "near rel- 


ative" of the tomato. It is sometimes 
called the mad apple, and as tomatoes 
were first called love apples, they seem 
to be fit companions. In earlier dajs 
they were often cooked 
together. 


There are two special varieties of egg 
plant generally known, but 
whdt 


seems to be a cross between the long 
and the round is the kind usually 
found in the market. 


To slice and fry them is the com- 


monest way ot 'cooking, but there are 
many other excellent ways that the 
skill of cooks has developed. 
When 


broiled they retain all their flavor, 
and are not greasy, as when fried, 
though dipped first in sweet oil to pro- 
tect the surface. Egg plant should be 
sliced, pared and sprinkled with salt 
always an hour before using, to ex- 
tract the bitter juice, which is also 
very unwholesome. Boiled, mashed, 
well seasoned and baked in a shallow 
dish, the top well sprinkled with bread 
crumbs and bits of butter, gives an 
agreeable change with this vegetable. 
Egg plant fritters, too, ;are a dainty 
dish, easily made. 
The plant should 


be cut up, and boiled in salted water, 
to which a spoonful of lemon juico is 
added. 
When cooked and drained, 


mash and add to one Inrgs «gg plant 
one coffeecupful c' flour, two e<rgs, 
salt and pepper to the taste, and huL" 
a teaspoonful of 
baking powder. 


Shape into fritters and fry. 


Another novel way to use egg plant 


is to take equal parts of stewed egg 
plant, cooked rice and minced mut- 
ton. Add a little salt, pepper, flonr. 
Bind all with beaten eg<r, and drop by 
spoonfuls into boiling fat. Serve witfc 
a rich tomato sauce. 


There are many ways 01 stuffing egg 


plant. When well done, it is a band- 
some dish on the table. 
This rule is 


both plain and good. 
Mines and 


cook, fry, but not bro^rn, one large 
silver skin onion, add one-half pounc 
of sausage meat; the inside of the egg 
plant chopped, butter, salt, pepper 
and a handful of fine bread crnicbs. 
Simmer ail together ior three min- 
utes, allow to become cold and then 
stuff the egg plant. Replace the piec< 
cut off. cover with buttered paper, 
and bake in a quick oven twenty min- 
utes. 


A plainer way is to cat the egg 


plant in halves, take out the insides, 
chop, season plentifully, mix witb 
bread crumbs sufficient to fill the two 
halves, lay side by side, and bake. 


Egg Plant With Curry—Wash and 


boil the vegetable whole, adding one 
large chopped onion aad the juice of 8 
lemon' to the water. 
When cooked, 


cat open »td scoop out oil the palp. 
Add to this and mix in one level tea- 
spoonful of mustard, one of olive oil, 
and one of curry powder. Return this 
to the plant, und it is then ready tc 
serve.—New York Observer.

"Where Anchors Are Made. 


There are a larger number of ship's 


anchors manufactured in the little 
town of Camden, Me., than in all the 
other places in this country combined. 
All of the stately ships that come out 
of the Maine shipyards look to th.3 vil- 
lage on Penobscot Bay for their 
anchors. 
Sturdy smiths swing their 


hammers day after day all the year 
long in the black, smoky, long, low 
Camden shops, where only anchors are 
forged. Sometimes the trip hammers 
are going all night about the forges, 
and the blazing of the fires and the 
ring of the hammers are seen and 
heard for miles across the bay. 


Thousands of tons of old iron are 


purchased by these queer Camden es- 
tablishments every year, for anchors 
are forged largely from cast off iron. 
The material is cut up into small 
pieces by great shears, that 
clip 


through the iron as easily as a cheese 
knife slices a cheese. 
The pieces are 


bound into bundles by strong wires, 
and are then fused in the forges. Then 
they are pounded and welded into the 
various parts of an anchor, some work- 
men fashioning rings, others shaping 
the flukes, others hammering out the 
palms, and others forging the shanks. 
Then the "completer.-." take the differ- 
ent parts and fuse and weld them into 
the finished anchor. 
Anchors of all 


sizes and weights are turned out from 
the noisy shops of 'Camden, from the 
graceful little pleasure boat anchor, 
weighing but a few pounds, to the 
5000 and 7500-pound anchors for the 
biggest ships. 


The visitor at Camden will see many 


interesting relics in the line of rusty 
and broken anchors that did duty in 
their day on famous merchant vessels, 
historic warships and sturdy whalers. 
The anchor of the famous frigate 
Cumberland was repaired and fitted 
with a new stock at the Camden 
works, and is now at sea on the fore- 
castle of a big ship. The old stock was 
splintered np for the gratification of 
relic hunters, and there is only a 
sliver or two of the historic wood left 
in Camden. 
This was the anchor 


which went down with the Cumber- 
land when she sank after her fight 
with the Merrimac in Hampton Roads, 
hence the great demand for splinters 
of the stock. 


There are something like 5000 peo- 


ple living in Camden and anchor mak- 
ing is the principal industry there.— 
Brooklyn Eagle. 
. 
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Save All the Hog bnt the Squeal. 
"But do you sell meat cheaper and 


how do you do it?" asked Frank G. 
Carpenter, of Phillip Armour, tha 
Chicago packer. 


"I 
will tell you,1' replied Mr. 


Armour. "When the ordinary butcher 
kills his animals a great part of the 
row or hog goes to waste. In the 
packing houses every bit of lb.3 ani- 
mal is saved. It is facetiously said 
that we save every bit of the hog ex- 
cept his squeal. There are a number 
of different works connected with the 
packing houses. Take, for instance, 
oar glue works. We use in them every 
year waste materials which to the or- 
dinary butcher would be worth $50,- 
000. 
We mix the waste with brains 


and by scientific manipulation, care 
and labor we put it through certain 
processes by which we turn the $59,- 
000 worth of stuff into products which 
we can sell for a million. We send 
bones by the ship load across the Paci- 
fic. The Japanese buy them and make 
buttons and carved work oat of them. 
Why, some of oar bones bring as much 
asSloO a ton. Jt is eo with every 
atom of the animal. On? profits come 
out of the waste, and it is from these 
profits that we can afford to sell betiei 
and cheaper meat thaTi the ordinary 
batcher. We have at the same time 
such a large business that we cannot 
afford to sell a poor article, and while 
the people get cheaper meat they at 
the same time get better meat."—Chi- 
cago Times-Herald.

Washington 
newspaper. 
She had 
written her poem, “Tying Her Bonnet 
Under Her Chin,” and submitted it to 
the Atlantic Monthly. 
It was “ de­ 
clined with thanks/’ but a friend in 
Washington interested himself in get­ 
ting it printed in one of the news­ 
papers there, from which it was widely 
copied. 
About a year after its first 
appearance in print, one of the editors 
of the Atlantic said to George Sum­ 
ner, who was a stanoh believer in the 
young poet’s future: 
“If Nora Perry 
would write us as good a poem as 
‘Tying Her Bonnet Under Her Chin,1 
we would pay her $20 for it,” a good 
price for verse of that length at that 
time. 
Sumner wrote of this to Sena­ 
tor Anthony, of Pvhode Island, adding: 
“ So you see, dear Senator, the market 
price of a bonnet.” This letter Senator 
Anthony gave Miss Perry, and she al­ 
ways kept it among her souvenirs. 
The result of this offer was that “After 
the Ball” was sent to the Atlantic and 
accepted; and that poem became the 
best known of Miss Perry’s verse.—

HOUSEHOLD AFFAIUS. 


EGG PLANT, 


The egg plant, eo conspicuous from 
its size and color in our markets, for 
most months in the year, is a native 
of the East Indies. 
It is a “near rel­ 
ative” of the tomato. 
It is sometimes 
called the mad apple, and as tomatoes 
were first called love apples, they seem 
to be fit companions. 
In earlier days 
they were often cooked 
together. 
There are two special varieties of egg 
plant generally 
known, but 
what 
seems to be a cross between the long 
and the round is the kind usually 
found in the market. 


To slice and fry them is the com­ 
monest way ot ¡cooking, but there are 
many other excellent ways that the 
skill of cooks has developed. 
When 
broiled they retain all their flavor, 
and are not greasy, as when fried, 
though dipped first in sweet oil to pro­ 
tect the surface. 
Egg plant should be 
sliced, pared and sprinkled with salt 
always an hour before using, to ex­ 
tract the bitter juice, which is also 
very unwholesome. 
Boiled, mashed, 
well seasoned and baked in a shallow 
dish, the top well sprinkled with bread 
crumbs and bits of butter, gives an 
agreeable change with this vegetable. 
Egg plant fritters, too, ,are a dainty 
dish, easily made. 
The plant should 
be cut up, and boiled in salted water, 
to which a 8TJ00nful of lemon juico is 
added. 
When cooked and drained, 
mash and add to one large «gg ijlant 
one coffeecupful of flour, two eggs, 
salt and pepper to tho taste, and hah' 
a teaspooniul 
of 
baking powder. 
Shape into fritters and fry. 


Another novel way to use egg planl 
is to take equal parts of stewed egg 
plant, cooked rice and minced mut­ 
ton, 
Add a little salt, pepper, flour, 
Bind all with beaten eg*;, and drop by 
spoonfuls into boiling fat, Serve with 
a rich tomato sauce. 


There are many ways of stuffing egg 
X^lant. 
When well done, it is a hand­ 
some dish on the table, 
This rule is 
both plaiu 
a n & gcod* 
Mince and 
cook, fry, but not brown, one large 
silver skin onion, add one-half x>ouno 
of sausage m eat; the inside of the egg 
plant chopped, butter, salt, pepper 
and a handful of line bread crumbs. 
Simmer all together for three min­ 
utes, allow to becom9 cold and then 
stuff the egg plant. 
Replace the piece 
cut off, cover with buttered paper, 
and bake in a quick oven twenty min­ 
utes. 


A plainer way is to cut tho egg 
plant in halves, take out the insides, 
chop, season plentifully, mix 
with 
bread crumbs sufficient to fill the two 
halves, lay side by side, and bake. 


Egg Plant With Curry— Wash and 
boil the vegetable whole, adding ono 
large chopped onion and the juice of a 
iemon[ co the water. 
When cooked, 
cut open atd scoop out all tho inalp. 
Add to this and mix in one level tea- 
spoonful of mustard, one of olive oil, 
and one of curry powder. Return this 
to the plant, and it is then ready tc 
serve«—New York Observer* 


WISE WORDS# 


THE HOUSEHOLD WORK ROOM, 


There is a general impression that 
it is an easy enough matter to Tip up 
a garment. 
Almost anybody can do 
it, and is an undertaking that requires 
no special skill or caro. 
Acting on 1 
this idea, clothing is pulled, torn, cut 
with knives, snipped with scissors, and 
finally, taken to pieces after this un­ 
profitable fashion, and tho operator 
comes and declares that ovorything is 
ready. 
A dyer who handles a largo 
quantity of black goods says that ho 
long ago gave xxjy expecting anybody 
to rip a garment up as it should bo 
done. 
If tho seams are ripped, they 
are full of threads; sometimes thero 
are buttons o n ; hooks and eyes are 
not uncommon; tho fronts of them aro 
stuck full of pins of various sorts, and 
linings, facings, braids and tho liko 
remain, in wholo or in i)ieces, just as 
tho individual who had charge of tho 
disintegrating 
process 
lumpens to 
leave them. 


To rip up a garment properly thero 
should bo no pulling, tearing or drag­ 
ging apart 
If ono cannot take tho 
end of the thread and pull it out, the 
stitches should be cut with a sharp 
knife. 
Very few persons can rip a 
garment with scissors without doing 
it great harm; indeed, many find it 
impossible to cut stitches with any­ 
thing without making holes that ren­ 
der tho goods absolutely worthless for 
the one who originally woro it. When 
it is dono the edges aro so ragged that 
a much smaller pattern must bo used. 
In preparing goods for the dyer or to 
be made over, every stitch should bo 
taken out. 
It seems scarcely neces­ 
sary to say that facings, braid and 
hook9 and eyes must be removed, but 
this is imperative, in view of the con­ 
dition in which garments come to the 
dressmaker and 
tho dyer. 
Many 
dresses, capes and jacketoare perfectly 
wearable after being carefully ripped, 
brushed, sponged and pressed. 
It is 
a wonder that some one does not set 
up an establishment l’or ripping clothes 
and putting them in order for the 
dressmaker. 
The owner of them fre­ 
quently has not timo to dothemprop- 
erly, or is too earless and understands 
too little tho requirements of them to 
do it, had she all tho time in tho 
world. 
Some semi-invalid in every 
community might get a tolerable liv­ 
ing, or at least add to a limitod in­ 
come, by preparing garments for re­ 
modeling.—St. Louis^Globe-Democrat.

Where Anchors Are Made, 


There are a larger number of ship’s 
anohors manufactured in the 
little 
town of Camden, Me., than in all the 
other places in this country combined. 
All of the stately ships that come out 
of the Maine shipyards look to the vil­ 
lage on Penobscot Bay 
for 
their 
anchors. 
Sturdy smiths swing thoir 
hammers day after day all the year 
long in the black, smoky, long, low 
Camden shops, where only anchors are 
forged. 
Sometimes tho trip hammers 
are going all night about the forges, 
and tho blazing of the fires and tho 
ring of the hammers are seen and 
heard for miles across the bay. 


Thousands of tons of old iron are 
purchased by these queer Camden es­ 
tablishments every year, for anohors 
are forged largely from cast off iron. 
The material is cut up into small 
pieces by great shears, that 
clip 
through the iron as easily as a cheeso 
knife slicos a cheese. 
The x>ieces aro 
bound into bundles by strong wires, 
and are then fused in the forges. Then 
they are pounded and welded into tho 
various parts of an anchor, some work­ 
men fashioning rings, others shaping 
the flukes, others hammering out the 
palms, and others forging the shanks. 
Then the “ completer*” take the differ­ 
ent parts and fuse and weul them into 
the finished anchor. 
Anchors of all 
sizes and weights are turned out from 
the noisy shops of 'Camden, from tho 
graceful little pleasure boat anchor, 
weighing but a few pounds, to tho 
5000 and 7500-pound anchors for tho 
biggest ships. 


The visitor at Camden will see many 
interesting relics in the line of rusty 
and broken anchors that did duty m 
their day on famous merchant vessels, 
historic warships and sturdy whalers. 
The anchor of the famous frigate 
Cumberland was repaired and fitted 
with a new stock at the Camden 
works, and is now at sea on tho fore­ 
castle of a big ship. Tho old stock was 
splintered up for tho gratification of 
relic hunters, and there is only a 
sliver or two of the historic wood left 
in Camden. 
This was the anchor 
which went down with the Cumber­ 
land when she sank after her fight 
with the Merrimac in Hampton Roads, 
hence tho great demand for splinters 
of tho stock. 


Thero are something like 5000 peo­ 
ple living in Camden and anchor mak­ 
ing is tho principal industry there.— 
Brooklyn Eagle. 


Save All the Hog but the Squeal, 
“ But do you sell meat cheaper and 
how do you do it?” asked Frank G. 
Carpenter, of Phillip Armour, tho 
Chicago x^acker. 


“I 
will tell you,” replied Mr. 
Armour, “ When the ordinary butcher 
kills his animals a great part of the 
uow or hog goes to waste. 
In the 
packing houses every bit of the ani­ 
mal is saved. 
It is facetiously said 
that wo save every bit of tho hog ex­ 
cept his squeal. 
There are a number 
of different works connected with tho 
j>aoking houses. 
Take, for instance, 
our glue works, 
We use in them every 
year wasto materials which to the or­ 
dinary butcher would be worth $50,- 
000, 
Wro mix the waste with braing 
and by scientific manipulation, care 
and labor we put it through certain 
processes by wliich we turn tho $50, - 
000 worth of stuff into products which 
we can sell for a million. 
We send 
bones by tho ship load across the Paci­ 
fic. The Japanese buy them and make 
buttons and carved work out of them, 
Why, some of our bones bring as muoh 
as $150 a ton. 
Jt is eo with every 
atom of the animal. 
Our x>rofit6 come 
out of the waste, and it is from these 
profits that we can afford to sell better 
und cheaper meat than the ordinary 
butcher. 
We have at the samo time 
such a large business that we cannot 
afford to sell a poor article, and while 
the people get cheaper meat they at 
the same time get bettor meat.”—Chi* 
cago Time* Herald.

The hanging of Joseph Cocking at 


Port Tobacco, Md., early Saturday 
morning, presents some entirely new 
features in lynching annals. Cocking 
was charged with the murder of his 
wife and her sister and trial was set for 
the September term of Court next. 
On Friday last there was a baseball 
game at Hill Top, where the murder 
had been committed. The base ball 
party, which contained some of the 
"most prominent men of St. Charles 
county," all sober, after carefully con- 
sidering the matter, deliberately laid 
their plans to lynch Cocking. They 
profess to have been impelled to take 
this step for two reasons: First, because 
a conviction at law was doubtful, the 
evidence being purely circumstantial; 
second, because St. Charles is a poor 
county, and could not afford to pay 
the cost of an expensive trial. These 
are flimsy reasons to justify men of a 
civilized community in taking the law 
into their own hands; and, as the Bal- 
timore News declaies, "such an act in- 
dicates a distinct lapse toward barbar- 
ism and a disintegrated state of socie- 
ty." 


Tne chief newspapers of the South 


have been practically unanimous in de- 
nouncing lynch law, but lynching still 
goes on; and the thinking men of that 
section, recognizing the evil, have been 
casting about fora means to quicken 
the conscience of lynching communi- 
ties. .The most effective yet heard ol 
is the Louisiana act which mulcts the 
parish where a lynching takes place, of 
#5,000 tor the benefit ot the victim's 
family. 
It is said that, since the pas 


sage of this act, a parish formerly not- 
ed for taking the law into its own 
hands has become very peaceful and 
that a mere proposal to lynch meets 
with a strong reprobation from the tax- 
payers. 
Another plan is intended to 


jog the activity of the Sheriff, providing 
as it does for the forfeiture of his office 
whenever a lynching shall take place 
within his jurisdiction. 


That some strong measures are 


needed is painfully evident. Justice is 
at a low ebb when a community de 
cides that it is better to hang a man 
than to give him a fair trial, just be- 
cause it is cheaper, or because his con- 
viction is doubtful. 
When there is 


doubt of ability to convict, the prison- 
er ought to have the benefit of that 
doubt; and ah fair-minded men act on 
that principle.

onow A CHOP OP RYE. 


Many farmers grow a crop of rye to 


be turned under as a manure. While 
it is not SD valuable us some other 
crops used for this purpose, it is cer- 
tainly worth the tinio and cost of its 
growth. But it should not be left too 
long before it is turned under. This 
is best done when the rye is headed 
and about to blossom. It thea has as 
much valuable matter ia it as at any 
other time, and if turned down by the 
aid of a chaia to pull it iato the fur- 
row, it may be completely covered by 
tho soil, so that it wi'l qaickly decom- 
pose. Then aa application of air- 
Blacked lime should be givea nad fod- 
der cora may. be planted or late pota- 
toes ; or buckwheat may be sown. 


After all, it may easily be that this 


rye may be eaten by cows as a spring 
roughness with a liberal ration of 
graia food, aad in this easy way made 
iato plant food, at more "profit than 
by plowiag it ia the soil. The prin- 
cipal gaia from this greea manuring 
is ia the carbonaceous matter it con- 
tains, and the support this kiad of 
matter gives to that class of germs 
which are believed to collect aad ac- 
cumulate ia the laad the aitrogea of 
the atmosphere. But it is always to 
be thought of, that while this orgaaic 
matter feeds these germs, it is only 
when there is aa abuadant supply of 


of carboaate ia the 
goes to explaia why 
aad a greea crop 
of such marked ef- 


the laad. 


brace. With the ordinary pole beans 
I plaat oa both sides of the aet oae' 
beaa in a place a foot apart. Thia 
gives a viae every six iaches, if care is 
taken to alteraate ia plaatiag. With 
peas I plant just about double tho 
seed as of beaas, or perhaps a lictlo 
more; aad the last year I am satisfied 
1 got double the crop I did on poles. 
Whea the viaes grow heavy oae has to 
brace from the sides every ten or 
twelve feet to keep from eaggiag. 
This I do by aotchiag a small pole,, 
like a fishing rod, and ketchiag tho 
apper straad of the aet ia the notch, 
draw it ap taut oa alternate sides. 
Sections ot the netting eight or ten 
feet loag, stood oa ead before a eanny 
window and properly braced, make aa 
elegant serene it' covered with a Ma- 
deira viae or other quick growiag 
climber.—New York Tribuae.

THE FIRST CT7LTIVATIOS OF CORK. 


There has beea great change made 


ia the methods of cultivating corn 
wifchia the past thirty or forty years. 
The best farmers aow cultivate the ea- 
tire surface oace and sometimes twice 
before the young corn is up. There 
is no danger ia this if the seedbed has 
beea properly prepared, and is free 
from stoaes, pieces of sod and other 
obstructioas. The smoothing harrow 
•withrouad, thia teethwillcat throagh 
the surface crust, letting in more air, 
aad thus increasing the tendency to 
fermeat ia whatever vegetable or ani- 
inal matter the soil may contain. This 
is very different from the old practice 
of waiting antil the cora is large 
eaoagh to see the rows. Before that 
time the modera cora field will have 
at least two harrowings, catting the 
eoil thoroughly each way. Whea the 
cultivatioa betweea the rows begins 
the soil is mellowed, eo that cultiva- 
tioa does much more good thaa if 
done oa a surface that since planting 
has never beea stirred. The dragging 
of the sarface will kill all the small 
aaaaal weeds, while owing to the size 
and strength of the cora roots it -will 
not injure them. Some of the roots 
may iadeed be cat, but in the loose 
soil which the harrow will make new 
roots will put out, and the plant -will 
grow more vigorously thaa ever. Whea 
the caltivator is put' ia for the first 
time after harrowing it should be set 
to cut nearly or quite dowa to the 
bottom of the farrow. This will make 
a much more vigorous root growth, as 
it will warm the soil dowa to the 
depth that the cultivator stirs it. 
After this first time the caltivatioa 
should be shallow, SOT as not to cut the 
roots that will quickly rua through all 
the spaces betweea the rows. This 
shallow after cultivatioa will save the 
moisture ia the the soil for use daring 
the dry time that comes in late sum- 
mer.—Boston Caltivator.

MANAGEMENT OF COLD FEAMES. 


Whoever owas a hot bed will fiad a 


cold frame a aecessity if he wishes to 
raise plants saccessfally. With the 
early start ia the hotbed, they will 
patgrow their eaviroameat, aad noth- 
iag but judicious spreading into larger 
space will keep them from growing 
sleader aad spindling so that they will 
absolutely amount to nothing by the 
time the groaad is fitted to receive 
them. A bit of gardea fifty feet square 
will pay for keepiag up a small hotbed 
aad cold frame. 


The advaatage of very early vege- 


tables is appareat without aay discus- 
sion. This is especially so at points 
reraote from markets, aad the only 
woader is, as oae passes throagh the 
couatry, that so few farmers realize 
the importance of makiug this simple 
provisioa for their owa immediate 
waats. It takes but a few hoars to 
prepare c. good hotbed, aad it will pay 
many times its cost ia the coarse of a 
sea^oa. The cold frame is almost as 
important; iadeed, for the more hardy 
plaats it is a great advantage without 
the assistance of the hotbed. With a 
saaay exposure oa the soath side of a 
bailding, the cold frame will allow for 
the planting of garden and flower 
seeds, and here they may eafely remain 
until all danger from frost is passed. 
There ia little gain ia patting seed- 
liags iato the grouad while the soil is 
very cold, for they are almost certaia 
to be set back. And maay persoas 
thiak that if the growth of a plaat is 
oace seriously checked, it never recov- 
ers from it. 


This beiag the case, the value of a 


cold frame, where plants can grow 
without daager of frost, is very evi- 
deat. 


Tomatoes, cabbage, cauliflower, let- 


tuce aad gardea stuff of all sorts that 
will 
bear traasplaatiag, may be, 


brought to a state of perfectioa" ia a 
cold frame that caa never be reached 
whea plaats are exposed in the open ' 
ground to all sorts of weather. As 
the plants develop, the glass should 
be raised ia order to admit the air, 
and give them a stronger aad more ' 
sturdy growth. Even for the few 
choice flowers that almost every house- 
keeper delights ia, a cold frame, three 
feet by six, is well worth keepiag np; 
^ 


It is aa ideal place for rootiag cut- 
tings and preserving small aad deli- 
cate plaats. Every farmer's son and 
daughter should see to it that there ia 
a well-rigged cold frame, evea though 
the family is not inclined to invest la 
the small amouat reqaired for a hot- 
bed.—Xew York Ledger.

GROW A OliOP OP RYE, 


Many farmers grow a crop of rye to 
bo turned under as a manure. 
Whilo 
it is not so valuable as some other 
crops used for this purpose, it is cer­ 
tainly worth tho time aud cost of its 
growth. 
But it should not bo left too 
long before it is turned under. 
This 
is best dono when the ryo is headed 
and about to blossom. 
It then has as 
much valuable matter in it as at any 
other time, and if turned down by tho 
aid of a chain to pull it into the fur­ 
row, it may bo completely covered by 
tho soil, so that it wiU quickly decom­ 
pose. 
Then an application of air- 
slacked lime should be given and fod­ 
der corn may be planted or late pota­ 
toes ; or buckwheat may be sown. 


After all, ifc may easily be that this 
rye may be eaten by cows as a spring 
roughness with a liberal ration of 
grain food, and in this easy way made 
into plant food, at more profit than 
by plowing it in the soil. 
The prin­ 
cipal gain from this green manuring 
is in the carbonaceous matter it con­ 
tains, and tho support this kind of 
matter gives to that class of germs 
which are believed to collect and ac­ 
cumulate in the land the nitrogen of 
the atmosphere. 
But it is always to 
be thought of, that while this organic 
matter feeds these germs, it is only 
when there is an abundant supply of 
lime in the form of carbonate in the 
laud. 
This fact goos to oxplain why 
the use of lime and a green crop 
turned under are of such markod ef­ 
fect in tho improvement 4 of tho land. 
—Now York Times.

I have used for several years five 
foot sections of galvanized lightning 
rods for bean poles, writes A. G. 
Chase, of Kansas.

Tho men wero at work propping up tho 
roof when the fall occurred. Tlie alartu 
was immediately given by the ringing of 
the lire lx)lls, and rescuers wero put to 
work without delay, 


About two weeks ago tho surveyors re- 
ported to General Superintendent Law 
that tho mlno was ^'squeezing,*'and that 
unless stops were immediately taken to 
timber it a cavein or fall might bo looked 
for. Sui>erintendont Law lost no time, 
but at once put a number of tlmlxjrmon at 
work to brace the falling roof. 
Tho 
"squeeze" continued, however, and on 
Saturday tho situation became alanning. 
In the afternoon a slight fall occurred, and 
tho men who wero at work had to retreat 
l3ofore it. A consultation of mino oilicials 
was then held, and it was decided that he- 
roic measures would luivo to bo resorted 
to to prevent heavy damage to tlie mino. 


Inside Superintendent Langan gave in- 
structions tliat tho most 
experienced 
miners should bo flecurod, and that tho 
party would go down tho mino at 7 o'clock. 
Expert tlmbormen put in an appearance at 
that hour and wero soon lowered Into the 
workings. They mnde their way to tho 
red ash voin, l.StK) feet down tho slope. 
The work of propping proceeded ra]jidly 
until 11 o'clock, when urother fzill oc- 
curred. 


Then tho **equeezo" ceased again and tho 
nien thought it was safe to resume worlc. 
TJiey labored until 8:20 o'clock yesterday 
moniing, when, so it is presumed, the roof 
full in without warning, making a tre- 
mendous crash. If tho Jnen recoived any 
warning they had time to run up tho 
slope, but not to jmy great disUince. TJio 
falling rock and coal illled uj) tho slope 
and tho adjoining gangw/iyis coijipletely 
shutting olT all avenues of escape. 


Tho alarm was lii'st given by Watiir 
Carrier John Sheridan, M'ho, with Will- 
ium Richards ami Thomas Gill, wero tho 
only ones to o.^cape of the wholoparty who 
entered the njine Saturday night. He was 
on his way up tho slope to got some fresh 
water for tlie mou, and whon about a hun- 
dred feet from tho foot of tho shaft was 
knocked do^vn by tho concussion. He was 
badly cut and burned by llj'ing qoal and 
rock. He lay unconscious for ton minutes, 
and then eajno up the shaft. 


Young Sheridan,the water boy, who had 
Fuch a narrow c.scaj;o, tells ¿1 thrilling talo 
of the disaster. He thinksj thero was an 
explosion of gas, which blew down tho 
newly erected timbers and caused the 
cavein. When he li-ft the jnine to go out 
the slope to got WttLor thoso inside had no 
apprehension of a fall or a **squeozo." 
Kverythijig was working nicely, and tho 
men expected to be out of the mino within 
another hour.

STRIKERS ATTACK POLICE. 


A lilvoly F i g h t In W h i c h tho lllotor» A r e 
SoToroly Puuished, 


CLKVELAKD, July L—For nearly amonth 
tho strike at the works of the Brown Hoist- 
ing and Conveying company has con- 
tinued with frequent though individual 
attacks by strikers upon workmen who 
had taken their places. At 5 o^clock yes- 
terday aftiornoon 170 employes of tho 
Brown company were marched from tho 
works under the escort of eighty police- 
men to tho ciir tracks on St. Clair street. 
A crovird of 2,000 mon. womeu and boys 
gathered and began hooting and hissing. 
Two motor cars c^^no along and wero sig- 
nalled to stop, but tho strikers yelled *'Go 
ahead, don't stop." and the motormen in- 
croased their speed and whizzed by. 


Tho police then marched tho mon in 
their charge a block further away to a 
corner and halted for another car, tho 
roaring crowd following. Some one in the 
crowd throw a big stone, which struck 
Patrolman Keidel and cut his head open. 
Deputy Chief of Police McMahon then gavo 
a prearranged signal, and tho crowd was 
given a terrible lesson. Forty policcmen 
swung out into lino and tho other forty 
cloRod in around tho men they wore pro- 
tecting, The first forty, under command 
of Captain English and Lieutenant Dunn, 
charged tho crowd ^vith riot clubs, and 
they hit to break heads. Two rushes up 
the street sent tho crowd In that direction 
flying and left a dozen mon lying on tho 
pavement with bleeding heads,

Then the police charged twico in tho 
opposite direction, and then down a side 
street, using their clubs viciously. They 
Bcattored the crowd offootually, and ar- 
rested four of the ringlwiders, after - split- 
ting the scalp of one of them. In the mean- 
time tho police guarding tho worlcmen 
stopped a car almost by forc^ and sent 
their chatges away. No ono was danger- . 
ously hurt by tho clubbing, so far as can 
bo ascertained, but there aro scores of 
broken heads. Further serious trouble is 
feared.

The Feigning of Death by Animals. 
The habit of feigning death for the 
sake of protection can be observed 
among many of the lower animals— 
animals which differ widely in family, 
genus and species. 
Indeed, this habit 
is to be observed in creatures micro- 
scopic in size and of exceedingly low 
organization, as well as those as high 
in the scale of animal life as man him- 
self; for even man does not hesitate 
on occasions to avail himself of this 
natural subterfuge when he thinks it 
will aid in the preservation of his life. 


With the aid of the microscope one 
can observe and study the natural his- 
tory^ of the minute animal world, 
which otherwise would remain a closed 
and unread volume. 
This instrument 
has shown me, beyond cavil, that crea- 
tures as low in the scale as actino* 
phryans, 
very minute, 
microscopic 
animalcules, 
practice death-feigning 
when suprieed by an enemy 
from 
which they cannot otherwise escape. 
Thus I have repeatedly seen aotino- 
phryans fold their delicate, hair-like 
legs or cilia and sink to the bottom of 
their miniature lake (a drop of water) 
when approached by a water-louse, 
which preys upon them.

After annealing, it was found that the 
physical properties varied quite regu- 
larly with the proportion of zinc, the 
rigidity of the alloy increasing with 
the increase of this metal to fortv-fivo 
per cent., and the maximum toughness' 
being reached with zinc at thirty-live 
per cent. 


Solutions of one or two per cent, of 
different substances have been tested 
in the germination of seeds by M. 
Bruttini. 
The seeds in a saltpetre so- 
lution, at the end of four days, had 
sprouted to a degree quite equal to 
that of seeds in pure water, but solu- 
tions _ of 
mercuric chloride, 
ferric 
chloride, common silt and potassic 
phosphate much retarded or entirely 
prevented germination. 


It has been practicable to propagate 
sugar cane only by cuttings or their 
squivalents, and the lack of seedings 
has been a diflicultji in the way of im- 
provement. 
From the 200 or 300 va- 
rieties experimentally grown in East 
iava, L H, Walker has been able to 
select a few plants that by crossing 
hare given very good seeds. 
These 
have given vigorous seedling.^, which 
yield more sugar than tho parent 
plants, and promise varieties more 
profitable than any hitherto known.

TmS HOUSEHOLD WOKK ROOM, 


There is a general impression that 
it is an easy enough matter to tip up 
a garment. 
Almost anybody can do 
it, and is an undertaking that requires 
no special skill or caro. 
Acting on ' 
this idea, clothing is pulled, torn, cut 
with knives, snipped with scissors, and 
finally, taken to pieces after this un- 
profitable fashion, and tho operator 
comes and declares that ovorything is 
ready. 
A dyer who handles a large 
quantity of black goods says that ho 
long ago gave up expecting anybody 
to rip a garment up as it should bo 
done. 
If tho seams are ripped, they 
aro full of threads; sometimes there 
are buttons on; hooks and eyes ore 
not uncommon; tho fronts of them are 
stuck full of pins of various sorts, and 
linings, facings, braids and the like 
remain, in whole or in pieces, just as 
tho individual who had charge ol tho 
disintegrating 
process 
happens 
to 
leave them. 


To rip up a garment properly there 
should be no pulling, tearing or drag- 
ging apart* 
If ono cannot take tho 
end of the thread and pull it out, the 
stitches should be cut with a sharp 
knife. 
Very few persons can rip a 
garment with scissors without doing 
it great harm; indeed, many find it 
impossible to cut stitches with any- 
thing without making holes that ren- 
der the goods absolutely worthless for 
the one who originally woro it. When 
it is done the edges are so ragged that 
ft much smaller pattern must bo used. 
In preparing goods for the dyer or to 
be made over, every stitch should bo 
taken out. 
It seems scarcely neces- 
sary to say that facings, 
braid and 
hooks and eyes must be removed, but 
this is imperative, in view of the con- 
dition in which garments come to the 
dressmaker 
and 
tho dyer. 
Many 
dresses, capes and jackets are perfectly 
wearable after being carefully ripped, 
brushed, sponged and pressed. 
It is 
a (vonder that some one does not set 
up an establishment for ripping clothes 
and putting them in order for the 
dressmaker. 
The owner of them fre- 
quently has not time to do them prop- 
erly, or is too earless and understands 
too little the requirements of them to 
do 
it, had she all the time in the 
world. 
Some semi-invalid in every 
community might get a tolerable liv- 
ing, or at least add to a limited in- 
come, by preparing garments for re- 
modeling.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


EGG PLIANT. 


The egg plant, so conspicuous from 
its sisse and color in our markets, for 
most months in the year, is a native 
of the East Indies. 
It is a ''near rel- 
ative" of the tomato. 
It is sometimes 
called the mad apple, and as tomatoes 
were first called love apples, they seem 
to be fit companions. 
In earlier dajs 
they were often cooked 
together. 
There are two special varieties of egg 
plant generally 
known, 
but 
what 
seems to be a cross between the long 
and the round is the kind usually 
found in the market. 


To slice and fry them is the com- 
monest way ot ¡cooking, but there are 
many other excellent ways that the 
skill of cooks has developed. 
When 
broiled thoy retain all their flavor, 
and are not greasy, as when fried, 
though dipped first in sweet oil to pro- 
tect the surface. 
Egg plant should be 
sliced, pared and sprinkled with salt 
always an hour before using, to ex- 
tract the bitter juice, which is also 
very unwholesome. 
i3oiled, mashed, 
well seasoned and baked in a shallow 
dish, the top well sprinkled with bread 
crumbs and bits of butter, gives an 
agreeable change with this vegetable. 
Egg plant fritters, too, ,are a dainty 
dish, easily made. 
The plant should 
bo cut up, and boiled in salted water, 
to which a spoonful of lemon juico is 
added. 
When cooked and drained, 
mash and add to one Inrge i^gg plant 
ono coffeecupful of flour, tM'u eggs, 
salt and i^epper to tho taste, and hah" 
a teaspoontul 
of 
baking powder. 
Shape into fritters and fry. 


Another novel way to use egg planl 
is to take equal parts of stewed egg 
plant, cooked rice and minccd mut- 
ton. 
Add a little salt, pepper, flour. 
Bind all with beaten egti, and drop b;y 
spoonfuls into boiling fat. Serve with 
a rich tomato sauce. 


There are many ways of stuffing egg 
I)lant. 
When well done, it is a hand- 
some dish on the table. 
This rule is 
both i^lain and good. 
Mince and 
cook, fry, but not brown, one large 
silver Bkin onion, add one-half pound 
of sausage meat; the inbide of the egg 
plant chopped, butter, salt, pepper 
and a handiul of line bread crumbs. 
Simmer all together for threo min- 
utes, allow to become cold and then 
stuff the egg plant. 
Eeplace the piece 
cut off, cover with buttered paper, 
and bake in a quick oven tv.'enty min- 
utes. 


A plainer way is to cut tho egfj 
plant in halves, take out the insides, 
chop, season plentifully, 
mix 
with 
bread crumbs sufficient lo fill the two 
halves, lay sido by side, and bake. 


Egg Plant With Curry—Wash and 
boil the vegetable whole, adding ono 
large chojjped onion and the juice of a 
iemon; co the water. 
When cooked, 
cut open and scoop out all tho x^^^lp* 
Add to this and mix in one level tea- 
Bpooniul of mustard, one of olive oil, 
and one of curry powder. Keturn thie 
to the plant, und it is then ready tc 
fieive,—Kew York Observer^

Where Aucliovs Aro Made. 


There are a larger number of ship*a 
anchors manufactured in the 
little 
town of Camden, Me., than in all the 
other places in this country combined. 
All of the stately ships that come out 
of the Maine shipyards look to the vil- 
lage on Penobscot 
Bay 
for 
their 
anchors. 
Sturdy smiths swing thoir 
hammers day after day all the year 
long in tho black, smokj, long, low 
Camden shops, where only anchors are 
forged. 
Sometimes the trip hammers 
are going all night about the forges, 
and the blazing of the fires and tho 
ring of tho hammers are seen and 
heard for miles across the bay. 


Thousands of tons of old iron are 
purchased by these queer Camden es- 
tablishments every year, for anchors 
are forged largely from cast off iron. 
The material is cut up into 
small 
pieces by great shears, that 
clip 
through the iron as easily as a cheeso 
knife slices a cheese. 
The loieces are 
bound into bundles by strong wires, 
and are then fused in the forges. Then 
they are pounded and welded into tho 
various parts of an anchor, some work- 
men fashioning rings, others shaping 
the flukes, others hammering out the 
palms, and others forging the shanks. 
Then the *'completeiv." take the differ- 
ent parts and fuse and weld them into 
the finished anchor. 
Anchors of all 
sizes and weights are turned out from 
the noisy shops of ;.Camden, from the 
graceful little i^leasure boat anchor, 
weighing but a few pounds, to the 
5000 and 7500-pound anchors for tho 
biggest ships. 


The visitor at Camden will see many 
interesting relics in the line of rusty 
and broken anchors that did duty in 
their day on famous merchant veisels, 
historic warships and sturdy whalers. 
The anchor of the famous frigate 
Cumberland was repaired and fitted 
with a new stock at the Camden 
works, and is now at sea on tho fore- 
castle of a big ship. Tho old stock was 
splintered up for tho gratification of 
relic hunters, and there is only n 
sliver or two of the historic wood loft 
in Camden, 
This was the 
anchor 
which went down with the Cumber- 
land when she sank after her 
fight 
with the Merrimac in Hampton Koads, 
hence tho great demand for splinters 
of tho stock. 


Thero are something like 5000 peo- 
ple living in Camden and anchor mak- 
ing is the principal industry there.— 
Brooklyn Eagle.

It is facetiously said 
that we save every bit of tho hog ex- 
cept his squeal. 
There are a number 
of different works connected with tho 
XJacking houses. 
Take, for instance, 
our glue works. 
We use in them every 
year waste materials which to the or- 
dinary butcher would be worth §50,- 
000, 
Wo mix the waste with brains 
and by scientific manipulation, care 
and labor wo put it through certain 
processes by wiiich we turn tho $50,- 
000 worth of stuff into products which 
we can sell for a million. 
Wo send 
bones by tho ship load across the Paci- 
fic. The Japanese buy them and make 
buttons and carved work out of them. 
Why, some of our bones bring as much 
as 3150 a ton. 
Jt is so with every 
atom of the animal. 
Our profits come 
out of the waste, and it is from these 
profits that we can afford to sell better 
und cheaper meat than the ordinary 
butcher. 
Wo have at the samo time 
such a largo bueinebs that we cannot 
afford to sell a poor article, and while 
the people got cheaper meat they at 
the same time get better meat."—Chi- 
cago Time»-Herald.

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^ Maryland 
Lynching. 


The hanging of Joseph Cocking at 
Port Tobacco, Md., early Saturday 
morning, presents some entirely new 
featilres in lynching annals. 
Cocking 
was charged with the murder of his 
wife and her sister and trial was set for 
the September term of Court next. 
On Friday last there was a baseball 
game at Hill Top, where the murder 
had been committed. 
The base ball 
party, which contained some of the 
''most prominent men of St. Charles 
county," all sober, after carefully con- 
sidering the matter, deliberately laid 
their plans to lynch Cocking. 
They 
profess to have been impelled to take 
this step for two reasons: First, because 
a conviction at law was doubtful, the 
evidence being purely circumstantial; 
second, because St. Charles is a poor 
county, and could not afford to pay 
the cost of an expensive trial. 
These 
are flimsy reasons to justify men of a 
civilized community in taking the law 
into their own hands; and, as the Bal- 
timore News decíales, «'such an act in- 
dicates a distinct lapse toward barbar- 
ism and a disintegrated stale of socie- 
ty." 


The chief newspapers of the South 
have been practically unanimous in de- 
nouncing lynch law, but lynching still 
goes on; and the thinking men of that 
section, recognizing the evil, have been 
casting about for a means to quicken 
the conscience of lynching communi- 
ties. .The most effective yet heard ot 
is the Louisiana act which mulcts the 
parish where a lynching takes place, of 
is,000 lor the benefit ol the victim's 
family. 
It is said that, smce the pas 
sage of this act, a parish formerly not- 
ed for taking the law into its own 
hands has become very peaceful and 
that a mere proposal to lynch meets 
with a strong reprobation from the tax- 
payers. 
Another plan is intended to 
jog the activity of the Sheriff, providing 
as it does for the forfeiture of his office 
whenever a lynching shall take place 
within his jurisdiction. 


That 
some 
strong 
measures 
are 
needed is painfully evident. 
Justice is 
at a low ebb when a community de 
cides that it is better to hang a man 
than to give him a fair trial, just be- 
cause it is cheaper, or because his con- 
viction is doubtful. 
When there is 
doubt of ability to convict, the prison- 
er ought to have the benefit of that 
doubt; and ah fair-minded men act on 
that principle. 
The 
Port Tobacco 
method is only one step removed from 
the law of the "suspect" as in vogue 
during the French Revolution, which 
put life at the mercy of the caprice, 
malice and ferocity of the mob.

The dirtist people in the world have 
recently been discovered by an explor- 
er in the Caucasus. 
They live in an 
inaccessible mountain range between 
the black Sea and the Caspian, their 
village being so snugly hidden away 
that no Government has yet been able 
to reach them.

This long imprisonment is, perhaps, 
the cause of the degradation of tlie 
people. 
Horrible diseases result from 
it, which are aggravated by an abnor- 
mal consumption of arrack, the strong 
distilled drink of the Asiatics, 


Besides being the dirtiest, they are 
probably the laziest people on earth. 
It is an invariable rule to make four 
days a week holidays, with saints' days 
as extras. 
Since they have adopted 
the holidays of every other country 
With which they have come in contact 
it is not surprising that the men find 
little lime for wyrk, 


Farmmg, bee culture and 
cattle 
breedmg are the only industries of 
these lazy people; throughout their ler 
ritory there is not a single manufactur- 
ed 
article. 
Their 
children 
marry 
while 
very young, they attend 
no 
school, and, lastly, they have no mon 


Reading is one of the lew cities that 
have a woman's military company.
